The applicant sets forth specific grounds of rejection ot be reviewed on appeal in section VI of the appeal brief. 
However, each around of rejection is not orooehv addressed. For example, paragraph B of section VI states that the 
appellant appeals the rejection of claim 1.2. 11 - 18. 22 - 24 and 30. Yet arguments provided on page 19. second full 
paragraph, state that claims 13 - 18. 20. 22 - 24 and 31 are submitted to be unanticipated and patentable for the same 
reasons as claim 12. Claims 20 and 31 were not rejected under this grounds of rejection and claim 31 was not a claim 
in which the rejection has been appealed. MPEP 1205.02 states that a concise statement of each ground of rejection 
should be presented for review. The application should accurately recite which grounds of rejection is to be reviewed 
on appeal with arguments supportive of that grounds of rejection reflected in the corresponding argument section. 
Likewise, MPEP 1205.02 also states that claims argued as a group should be placed under a subheading identifying 
the claims by number. 
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
